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A Personal Inventory

We often wonder if our office manager is all he should be; if the head of the cost department 
is functioning 100%; if the salesmen really have the proper enthusiasm, and so on. How often, though, 
do we really take stock of ourselves? Maybe the trouble . . . but read this unusual treatment of an un- 
usual subject. You may change an idea or two. 


HERE has been no time 
in the world’s history 
when opportunities were 
so great as at this very 
hour; and while this is 
true, we must admit, at 
the same time, that the 
service demanded from 
all of us is very much 
greater to-day than it has ever been before. 
Because of this condition mediocre men 
and women still constitute the very large 
majority. 

The reason for this is not hard to find— 
no great amount of research or investiga- 
tion is necessary to enable us definitely 
to determine the cause. Look around in 
your own community—think of all the 
people whom you really know well—how 
many are there who are doing anything 
to make their services more valuable to 
the institution that employs them or to 
their day and generation? 














And even at that, with all this spirit of 


indifference, I have never met a man or 
woman who did not wish for the greater 
success, and expect to have it sooner or 
later. But while all men wish for success, 
the trouble with most men is that their 
wishbone is where their backbone ought 
to be. 

This condition is doubtless due, in some 
degree at least, to the fact that they are 
looking for it in the wrong direction. 


Work for Success—Do Not Wish for It 

Success does not come by wishing for it, 
but by working for it. 

So many people seem to feel that success 
can only come because of some unusual 
opportunity, when as a matter of fact 
that is far from being true. Success does 
not come because of the unusual oppor- 
tunity, as we understand the expression, 
but it does come when we recognize the 
unusual opportunity by the doing of the 
commonplace thing in the uncommon way; 
and opportunities of this kind present 
themselves in every man’s life scores of 
times each day. 

When we recognize that the unusual 
service can be rendered only by the de- 
velopment of that in us which has cost the 
unusual effort, then we shall be anxious 
and willing to look ourselves straight in 
the face and ascertain what we must do 
in order to develop the ability to render 
that kind of service. 

Dr. James, one of the most practical 
business psychologists of his day, said 
that the average man makes use of only 
ten per cent of his mental strength and 
twenty-five per cent of his physical 
strength. Let us admit, for the sake of 
argument, that this is a fact. If the law 
of averages is true, what would happen 


to the average man if he set about de- 
veloping another ten per cent of his mental 
resources? Simply this—he’d increase 
his earning power 100 per cent. 

Wouldn’t that be really worth while? 


Let’s Make a Personal Inventory 

Why would it not, therefore, be the best 
kind of investment on your part to take the 
time necessary for the making of a genuine 
personal inventory, with all the debits and 
credits properly taken into considera-

tion? Every man does this in his business, 
at least once a year, and he could not run 
that business satisfactorily nor with any 
degree of safety unless he did. Maybe 
you have never done this—never have 
seen the need for doing it. Suppose you 
get down to it seriously now. It will prove 
one of the most profitable things you ever 
undertook. It will not be altogether 
pleasant, for you will doubtless make some 
rather startling discoveries. 

One of the very first of these will be 
that you will realize that you have ac- 
cumulated in the course of a few years 
a vast amount of material that does not 
have much value; in fact, you possess quite 
a goodly stock of things that are actually 
retarding your progress. Why not throw 
out such an accumulation on the scrap 
pile? Why not “lay aside every weight’’ 
that hinders you in the race for the biggest 
possible achievement? At the same time 
you will also find that you possess much 
that has a value that has been only partly 
developed. 


But the one great discovery will be that 
as a result of taking this personal inventory 
you find yourself the possessor of un- 
limited resources the existence of which 
vou never realized before, and which, if 
developed and utilized, would bring to you 
& measure of success so far beyond your 
fondest dreams that you have a feeling 
of shame, even now, as you think of all 
that you might have been. 


Every Man Possesses the Essentials 
for Success 

The most encouraging thing in life to 
me is that I possess everything that is 
necessary out of which to make the un- 
usual success, and that my task, the task 
above all other duties assigned me in life, 
is to take this wealth of undeveloped 
potential strength and develop it to the 
very utmost; to take my two talents and 
make another two, or my five and make 
another five, and to avoid the doing of 
what most people seem guilty of doing— 
the burying of my talents, going through 
life “‘half-baked,’’ accomplishing only a 
very small part of what I am capable of 
doing. 

Fifty-four out of every one hundred 
men born sixty-five years ago, are unable 
to make a living for themselves to-day, 
and so are dependent on some phase of 
charity in order that they may exist. 

Only sixty thousand out of the two 
hundred and fifty thousand institutions 
incorporated in this country in 1915, made 
a profit in excess of $5,000 that vear. Why? 
{s the explanation hard to find? It is not! 
No institution is any stronger than the 
men who compose it, and so the same ex- 
planation holds good for both. 

They refuse to pay the price for success 
along the lines indicated. 

Men and institutions have got to recog- 
nize the need for being able to adjust them- 
selves, when necessary, to changed condi- 
tions. 

We are making history mighty fast 
these days, and are accomplishing more 
in a year’s time now than we formerly 
accomplished in four years. New needs 
arise, and methods must be changed, and 
what satisfactorily met the requirements 
of last year will doubtless have to be 
radically changed to meet the demands of 
the coming year. 


The World Demands Unusual Service 
from Every Man 
The world must have, and it will not 
be satisfied unless given, the unusual 
service. It comes to you and it comes to 
me claiming that as its right. 
How are you measuring up to this de- 
mand? Are you even attempting to square 
yourself up with what is expected of you? 








Let me help you answer the question. 
How much of your spare time have you 
given in the past five years to making your 
service have a bigger value in the place 
where work? You want the larger 
remuneration—it looks as if you ought 
to have it. The cost of living still goes up. 

Whose fault is it that you are not getting 
what you want? 

If you should look in the mirror, how 
good a picture would you get of the fellow 
who is responsible for most of the trouble? 

You want an increase in your salary. 
What have to offer for sale to-day 
that you did not have five years ago?

But in the absence of an objective, with 
nothing seemingly to head for, this more 
than anything else makes possible a degree 
of waste motion which, in itself, will al- 
most wipe out the possibility of attaining 
the highest success.

What kind of position would satisfy you 
at the end of that time? 

Do you realize that to have this defi- 
nitely, clearly outlined for yourself would 
force you to the doing of only those things 
that would make possible the realization 
of your dream? 


Get a Definite Objective 

Get your objective definitely fixed; and 
permit nothing, absolutely nothing, to 
swerve you from your purpose and decision. 

And when you have done this by a 
careful and thoughtful analysis, ascertain 
what you will need in order to get there. 
I do not mean the money expenditure but 
the man expenditure. More than three 
score mental muscles or brain areas con- 
stitute your mental equipment.

T THE time of the election of 

Michael N. Goss to the position 

of International Trustee of our 
Kiwanis Organization he was serving 
as the President of the Kiwanis Cius 
of St. Paul. The St. Paul club is one of the 
oldest of our Kiwanis Cuiuss, but under 
the leadership of Mike Goss it came, 
very early, to have the true vision of 
Kiwanis. Mike was, in a large way, re- 
sponsible for the splendid showing made 
by the St. Paul club in the early history 
of our organization. He, at the time of 
his election to the Presidency of the St. 
Paul club was one of the best known and 
most popular public officers in the city 
“across the river.” 


H's position was that of Commissioner 
of Public Works and the fact that 
he held the position for several years 
attests to the truth of a statement made 
in the St. Paul newspapers as follows: 
‘Mike, at past fifty, was still as virile 
apparently as a young man; he was big as 
a horse, had a big voice and had a heart 
as big as all out doors.”

Nevertheless, it does give one 
a fairly accurate picture of this fine, hale, 
upstanding Krwanian. 


| THE resolution which appears above, 
Mike’s popularity with all classes, old

Paul. The monstrous assembly hall was 
packed to the doors with a throng that 
included the leading business and political 
men of the city standing shoulder to 
shoulder with urchins of the street and 
colored scrub women—gravely at atten- 
tion during the entire service. 


AT CLEVELAND, Mike (we must 
+% call him Mike because we knew him 
by no other name) was elected to the 
position of International Trustee for the 
third time. He was first elected at Bir- 
mingham in June, 1919, and then again 
at Portland in June, 1921. His attendance 
at Board Meetings had been faithful and 
reguiar in the extreme. If it happened 
that he could not be present he never 
failed to write clearly and concisely, for 
the sake of the other members, his opinions 
of the questions to be discussed. His 
contributions were ever valuable and his 
suggestions for improvement on all lines 
were always well and thoughtfully con- 
ceived.

ATURALLY, the basis for the selec- 

tion of prospective members in K1- 
WANIS CLuBs under the process of organiz- 
ation was a topic which brought forth 
some very vivid discussion. At this point 
the meeting received some fine contribu- 
tions from former International Secretary 
Cummings, President Karr and Roe Fulk- 
erson, Editor of Tue Kiwanis MaGazIne. 
Mr. Cummings bore home the thought 
that if the Field Representative was truly 
representative of The Kiwanis Civus In- 
ternational then he could not possibly 
swerve from the slogan of the Extension 
Department, namely, ‘Quality First.’

R A. MANSFIELD HOBBS, Chair- 
* man of the International Board of 
Governors, was the other distinguished 
KiwaNnIAn who took his time away from 
urgent business to give to this conclave 
all that he could of constructive thought. 
Mr. Hobbs is a man who has traveled 
widely; he is an author of note in higher 
educational circles, and is moreover a suc- 
cessful lawyer who has had occasion to 
speak at many sales conferences. Bearing 
this in mind, his statement on the last day 
of the session will be interesting to every 
man who is at all interested in the welfare 
and the future of Kiwanis: “I challenge 
any organization to show a more en- 
thusiastic body of men than those here 
assembled. No one could come in contact 
with you all for three days as we have, and 
not be impressed with this fact above all 
others >—‘It is only a means to an end that 
you luckily and fortunately make your 
livelihood out of a work which is so import- 
ant in its relations to the community at 
large.’ ”’ 

President Karr expressed himself on the 
second day of the session in a splendid 
outline of his Krwanis hopes and plans for 
the convention year 1921-1922. He show- 
ed a keen appreciation of the problems 
which are usually confronted in the field. 
He made pertinent suggestions on the 
absorption of new members into Kiwanis 
as to compatibility, social and business 
standing and personal community interest. 
At the close of his address he “threw the 
meeting open’’ inviting comment by the 
audience, on his remarks. The men took 
advantage of this opportunity and kept 
the chief executive busy until 1:00 a.m. 
in a series of intense personal conferences.

What would the old 
gentleman Say if he 
should suddenly ap- 
pear in America today? Would he see 


beneath the surface of all our jazz and rag- 
time the true wealth of beauty to be found 
in our real folk music? 

There never has been a time in the his- 
tory of the world when any nation faced 
such an opportunity as that which lies 
before America today. After every great 
war, some one nation always arises supreme 
in commercial and political importance, 
and then begins the development of the 
arts of that nation. Today this oppor- 
tunity lies before America, and it is al- 
most time that we should begin to wonder 
what we are going to do about it. 


W E AMERICANS have had the most 

snobbish attitude regarding music of 
any nation in the world. We have treated 
music as a thing apart from, instead as a 
part of, our daily life; and it has been only 
within the last few years that the average 
business man has been willing to acknowl- 
edge a love for music at all. But a change 
has come to America since the war, for 
we suddenly realize that music was the 
strongest factor in the building up of the 
morale of our soldiers; that music was the 
first thing that our boys asked for in camp, 
on transport, in trench, in army hospital, 
or convalescent ward. Music is, there- 
fore, no longer considered an indoor sport 
for ladies only; for we now recognize music 
as a force, and not an adjunct, in the life 
of every American citizen. 


| EALIZING the importance of Ameri- 

can music, the club women began 
some two years ago to make a study of 
our great folk music, which is the best to 
be found in any land in the world. Not 
only have we in America the greatest 
barbaric folk music in existence, in the 
songs and dances of the American Indians 
and the American Negroes; but we also 
have the best and purest versions of the 
folk music of Great Britain, France, and 
Spain, which was brought to our shores 
during Colonial Days, while, ever since 
the arrival of the first immigrant ship, 
some three hundred years ago, every immi- 
grant ship since has been pouring into our 
treasures of the folk 
music of the world. Much of this music 
we have already assimilated. We have 
made, “Believe Me If All Those Endearing 
Young Charms,” “‘Auld Lang Syne,”’ 
“We Won't Go Home Until Morning,” 
and many others, absolutely our own;

in fact, during those heated days, when we 
would hear no German music at all, many 
of our troops marched away to the strains 
of ““Maryland, My Maryland,” not know- 
ing that it was the old German folk song of 
“Tannenbaum.”

children. They had brought the family 
accordion with them, and sang together 
the old folk songs of Italy, and many of 
the airs from famous operas. ‘“‘Then my 
two oldest boys, they go on the street, 
and they come home and say: ‘We don’t 
want that old music; that’s Dago music; 
that’s Wop music; we want the music of 
America, the jazz and the ragtime.’ So 
their mother and I, we were very sad; we 
put the accordion away; we played and 
sang no more, and then my children, 
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they go toyour school, 
and they learn to sing 
in English with th: 
American children the 
folk songs of Italy 

they hear on that ma- 
chine you have there, 
some of the airs from 
the Italian operas 

How ean I thank you 
lady? You have 
taught my children to respect their father 
and mother.”’ 


\ TE HAVE given our foreign-born ehil- 

dren very little in exchange for the 
wonderful music which they have brought 
to us. Is it not about time that we give 
them the real folk music of America, instead 
of its cheap, bastard imitation, in the jazz 
and vulgar ‘‘coon songs’’ which have 
flooded our land? Scientists tell us of 
the danger of jazz music, its physical 
reaction upon the morals of our young 
people; and we are beginning to realize 
that if we are to have any real American 
musie at all, we must start and build on a 
foundation of our real folk musie at once! 


JT \URING the war, we all learned that 

we could sing together, and it was 
but natural that we wanted to sing the 
songs the boys were singing over there; 
but we can make our community singing 
of real importance and worth by ineluding 
some of the folk musie which is ours by 
inheritance. 

There is also a large number of folk 
songs, native to America, which we do not 
know at all, the ““Voyageur” boat songs 
of the logging camps, the ballads and riding 
songs of the cowboys; while many of our 
native composers have long since been for- 
gotten. Many loyal citizens of America 
do not know that Francis Hopkinson, the 
signer of the Declaration of Independence, 
the founder of the judicial courts of Penn- 
sylvania, and the friend of George Wash- 
ington, was also a composer of note, whose 
songs rank with the greatest composers of 
his period. Is it not time that the business 
men of America took a survey of conditions 
regarding American music? 


[HE motto of the General Federation of 

Women’s Clubs is: ‘“‘Let us make good 
musie popular, and popular musie good.”’ 
And in order to bring this change about, 
the clubs have decided to devote their 
attention the next season to the develop- 
ment of musi¢ in their own communities. 
Each club is to give a program early in 
the season, consisting of a musical sym- 
posium on ‘The Importance of Musie in 
Your Community,’’ which will enlist the 
services of the musie supervisor, the prin- 
cipal physician, minister, newspaper man, 
theatre manager, manufacturer and music 
dealer, who will speak on the subjects of 
music in the home, in the school, in 
public institutions, in church and Sunday- 
school, in the newspapers, the moving 
picture theatre, in industry, and in the 
general community. This will be an open 
meeting, given in the evening when men 
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can attend, and will be followed by a 
Community Sing. 


[eesAD of a definite program of 
study for a limited group of club 
women to follow, the clubs are asked 
to do some actual musical service for 
their communities next season. In October, 
Musie Memory Contests are to be in- 
augurated, as these are the best means 
of interesting old and young alike in good 
music; in November, a Music Shower, is 
scheduled, and collections are to be made 
of records, rolls, sheet music and instru- 
ments for the public institutions in the 
community; in December, a Municipal 
Musie Christmas, with carollers singing 
before every home in the town, is to be 
the program. The money to be collected, 
will be used for musie in institutions. 
In January, the bringing of some great 
artist; if a singer, it is requested that the 
program be given in English; the funds 
to be derived from this concert are to 
be used for some national musical me- 
morial. In February, great Patriotic 
Sings are to be arranged, from the period 
of February 12 to 22. In March, recitals 
are planned, to be given by local artists, 
who shall be paid for their services; the 
money to be used for the education of 
talented children in the community. 
This is a part of the program, outlined 
by the clubs, to carry out the motto: 
“Hearing America First.’’ In April, we 
plan a Music Week for the entire com- 
munity; and in May, a Community 
Opera, which ean be given out of doors.

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The Line of the Least Resistance

HETHER we like to hear it or 
\ \ not, it is a fact that we all follow 
the line of the least resistance, 
physically, mentally and morally. In 
our physical actions we hump over our 
desks—beecause it is the line of the least 
resistance; we sit rather than stand; we 
ride rather than walk; we stay at home 
rather than visit our friends. Why? 
Because it is the line of least resistance. 
Take our mental actions—we grumble 
rather than smile; we think ill rather 
than good; we damn rather than praise. 
Why? Because grumbling and damning 
cometo us in the course of human events, 
while the opposite requires a slight effort. 
Then there is our moral being. It is 
far easier to be immoral than moral. 
It takes grit and courage to shame the 
multitude. Here again we follow the 
lesser line. What we require, therefore, 
in our physical, mental and moral make-up 
is resistance. Now it would be easy 
enough if we could go down to the corner 
grocer and order a few dollars worth of 
resistance and have it delivered to us at 
our residence, wouldn’t it? But here 
again we have got to get away from the 
lesser line and go out and earn it. 


/E HEAR a great deal these days 
about our attitude toward Chris- 
tianity. We all know if Kiwanis means 
anything upon earth it means Christian 
spirit and a reverence and humbleness 
to God. There is not one KIwaNniIAn 
upon this earth who will disagree with me 
about that. Our only difference, as men 
and women, is the degree in which this 
Christian spirit has been engraved in 
our hearts; or let me put it another way— 
a difference in the amount of consideration 
we give to this spirit. Now let us imagine 
one among us who gives the least consider- 
ation to this spirit of Krwanis—one, 
we will say, who brings up the rear in 
the line of least resistance. He is the one 
who is seldom upon a committee, and when 
he is, does nothing. He is a chap who 
‘just gets by’ in his attendance record. 
He is the one who ‘‘passes the buck’’ 
when there is work to be done in the 
community. All right then, we have 
located our customer, and, at that, he is 
a good sort of a chap—has a nice family, 
n’ everything. Now preaching, threaten- 
ing, coaxing or pounding will have the 
same effect upon our friend as pounding, 
coaxing or threatening an ill-conditioned 
animal. Did you ever try to hunt with 
an ill-conditioned dog? And do you 
remember how he stayed right at your 
heels when you wanted him in the field? 
How you coaxed, argued and threatened, 
but to no avail, and when your patience 
was nearly exhausted, thinking it would 
bring back the old spirit, you fired off 
your shot gun? Do you remember how 
he let one yelp out of him, put his tail 
between his legs and beat it for home? 
Well, that is the way with our friend. 
Why? Because his physical, mental and 
moral make-up have slumped into the 
line of the least resistance and until he 


builds up these three essentials, all your 
entreaties are in vain. 


T HAS been said that you cannot teach 

an old dog new tricks. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. The older 
dog will take a little more time and a 
little more patience, but he can be taught 
many new tricks just the same. We are 
told in Plato’s Republic that three things 
are necessary to bring any man up to a 
standard of fitness—with courage (resist- 
ance), harmony and reason. These three 
things are daily exercise, music, and the 
study of problems or acquiring the ability 
to reason things out for one’s self. They 
are all required to make up the proper 
type of a man. Ten or fifteen minutes a 
day, before breakfast, devoted to exercises 
which may be secured from any physical 
instructor, and a few minutes a day 
devoted to good music, will give any 
man or woman the necessary power of 
resistance. Learn to sing. It is possible 
for any human being to sing, some better 
than others, of course, but any instructor 
can give you the principles of voice culture. 
The rest is merely a matter of practice. 
Then there is the solution of problems. 
Help the kiddies with their arithmetic 
or better still, study out solutions of 
business problems. Your ordinary hump- 
shouldered routine work is not enough. 
You will have to acquire the ability to 
resist all untruths, whether they are 
seen in the newspapers or heard on the 
street. Then when you have acquired 
these things, you will leave the line of 
least resistance and do the things you 
should do for your neighbor and for 
yourself, for your club and for your 
chureh, for your family and for your 
friends. You will put on an apron, roll 
up your sleeves and mix mortar, saying 
to yourself, ‘‘We Build.”

Local Clubs Urged to Take Care in Accepting Responsibility 
for Activities 


The attention of the Executive Committee was called to the 
fact that many Kiwanis Ciuss are called upon too often to 
support some civic proposition either financially or with personal 
service, which has not been given proper consideration by the 
club. In spite of a provision existing in the standard form of 
local club by-laws, providing that all matters involving financial 
subscriptions or personal service by members of Kiwanis CLuBs 
shall first be referred to the Public Affairs Committee for investi- 
gation and report, it appears that in many clubs participation 
in public activities is proposed from the floor of the meeting and 
immediate action taken. This lamentable condition has three 
important aspects; first, support is given to organizations which 
have not been properly investigated; second, the club which pur- 
sues such a plan is obviously without a real public activity policy; 
third, the members of the club become dissatisfied when appeals 
are made for either money or personal service too frequently, and 
especially in this haphazard manner. 

The Executive Committee believes that the strength of K1- 
WANISs from a civic standpoint lies in the ability of Ktwanis mem- 
bers to render personal service and not merely to sign checks for 
contributions or make appropriations out of the club treasury, 
and that so far as possible Kiwanis Cuiuss should not assume 
full responsibility for the finances of any local organization of any 
character but should act as community leaders for movements 
in which they are interested.

The executive Committee adopted a policy for the convention 
year as outlined in the center of the opposite page.

A Public Activity for the Kiwanis Movement

public nature in which all Ktwants CLuss might cooperate under 
the leadership of the International organization. The suggestions 
of the committee were referred to the members of the Board of 
Trustees, who were not present at the Executive Committee 
meeting, for their reaction with the understanding that by Sep- 
tember or October the International Committee on Public Affairs 
will develop a complete and adequate plan by which to secure 
the interest and cooperation of all Krwanrs Cuuss in the public 
activity finally officially chosen. 


Official Kiwanis Emblem 


A special committee of the Board appointed to consider our 
official emblem and report whether any change in its form seemed 
desirable, reported that after considering a large number of pro- 
posed new designs it was their feeling that no change in our official 
emblem should be made at this time. The report of the special 
committee was adopted by the Executive Committee. 

The similarity in design of the special official buttons in use 
at the present time has caused some confusion and a special com- 
mittee was appointed to look into the matter of preparing suitable 
buttons for the use of Presidents and Past Presidents of local 
clubs, Governors and Past Governors of our Kiwanis districts 
and International officers and Trustees both past and present. 
This committee report is asked for the next Executive Committee 
meeting. 


Official Representatives at District Conventions 


In view of the fact that it is impractical for the International 
officers and Trustees to visit individual Krwanis Cuuss and in 
view of the importance of the District Conventions, it was decided 
to have the International organization officially represented at each 
District Convention by a member of the Board. It was also de- 
cided to have this representative chosen from among those out- 
side each district.and other than the President and Secretary, 
who will attend as many District Conventions as possible. A 
schedule of the assignments to the various districts was prepared 
and has already been forwarded to each member of the Board 
with Cireular Letter No. C4 and is also printed in this issue of 
the magazine. 

The fundamental purpose in this matter is to have present at 


each District Convention an official representative of the Board 
to counsel and advise with the District organization officers to 
carry to the District the International point of view and to bring 
back to International the general facts concerning the District. 
His first duty is not to make an address although in many cases 
he may be placed upon the program. 


Appointment of International Committees 


In the course of the meeting President Karr appointed the 
Chairmen and members of the several International Committees. 
These appointments were made with great care and with the 
fullest cooperation of the Executive Committee. A list of these 
committees has already been sent out with Bulletin No. 54, and 
also will be found in this magazine. 


Clubs Not Represented at Cleveland Convention 


The Executive Committee instructed the Secretary to ascertain 
from each of the seventy-nine Kiwanis Ciuss which were not 
represented at the Cleveland Convention, just what prevented 
them from having a delegation present. The information ob- 
tained will enable the members of the Board to understand better 
the present condition of these clubs and to judge whether any 
special service needs to be rendered these clubs. The District 
Governors were requested to assist in providing information con- 
cerning such clubs within the districts of each. 


Transfer Membership 


The Classification Committee in its report to the Cleveland 
Convention recommended that a committee be instructed to re- 
view the present status of transfer membership in local Kiwanis 
Civuss and to make recommendations in connection therewith. 
President Karr designated the newly appointed International 
Committee on Laws and Regulations to make the proper study of 
this problem and to submit a report to the Board of Trustees at 
their earliest convenience. 


Committee on Relations Between Local Clubs and Inter- 
national Organization 


A resolution adopted at the Cleveland Convention provided 
that a special committee of five be appointed to investigate the 
relation between the International organization and local K1- 
WANIS CiusBs with the view to making a complete report at the 
Toronto Convention. It was understood that the Committee 
was to consist of the President as Chairman, two District Gov- 
ernors and two members of the International Board of Trustees. 
Messrs. Johnson and Turner were designated to represent the 
Board, and Messrs. Hobbs and Miller to represent the District 
Governors on this committee. 

It is understood that if the investigation reveals any suggested 
change in the International Constitution, the special committee 
will work out a set of proposed amendments to receive considera- 
tion at the Toronto Convention, the committee to work in such 
case in cooperation with the International Committee on Laws 
and Regulations. 

Printing Committee Reports at International Convention 

The Executive Committee approved the plan of having Inter- 
national Committee reports printed for distribution at the annual 
convention and instructed the Secretary to inform the Interna- 
tional Committee Chairmen that reports must be filed at head- 
quarters thirty days preceding the Convention, if they are to be 
printed for distribution. 


Program to Assist Business Readjustment 


The Executive Committee authorized the Secretary to call to 
the attention of the Business Methods Committee the resolution 
passed at the Cleveland Convention, calling for the development 
of a definite and comprehensive program to assist in a cooperative 
way in solving the general problem of readjustment and to submit 
said program to all Krwanis CLuss commencing September 1. 
The resolution suggested that there should be prepared a series of 
addresses on the four important phases of business—production, 
marketing, finance and accounting. The purpose is to secure 
concerted action, bringing the Krwanis strength and leadership 
to speed up business readjustment. 


September Meeting of Executive Committee 


It was decided to hold the September meeting of the Executive 
Committee on Sunday and Monday, September 4 and 5, in

who know me best, know 


‘[ HOSE 
that the pipes here have a wonderful 
appeal to me. They call to me across 
the centuries. And those of you who 
know me know that I draw the color of 
life from the somber hues of Scotland. 
Therefore, I do not feel that I should 
speak on behalf of Canadians for all 
Canadians, but with your indulgence, 
I will endeavor to give you the Canadian 
conception of Kiwanis, I hope you will 
pardon the almost continuous use of 
what one of our members ¢alls the perpen- 
dicular pronoun. 


HAVE been asked so _ persistently 

what I, as a supposedly well-placed 
man in public life, can see in Krwanis, 
and what earthly good it can do me in 
my present position. I have been asked 
as many times to explain or define the 
aims, objects and fundamental principles 
of our organization. Now, let me answer 
those questions if I can. What do I see 
in Ktwanis? 

What do I see in Kiwanis? Ladies 
and gentlemen, I see in K1wAniIs a wonder- 
ful vehicle for real and worthy service, 
an ever-expanding agency for good. 

What has Kiwanis done for me? It 
has given me a wealth of real, true 
friends—a_ fortune in itself. It has 
broadened me out by giving me an oppor- 
tunity to meet and mingle with other 
business men, to study their problems 
and get their point of view, and so, in 
&® measure at least, raise myself out of 
the rut of self-centeredness. It has 
helped me to round out my life by filling 
in the gap between the definitely religious 
bodies on the one side and the fraternal 
societies, with their limited membership, 
on the other. 


NTOW, so much for my own personal 
experience. Now let us look at 
Kiwanis in a broader light. 

Kiwanis, to my mind, is a wonderful 
and irresistible movement for better 
citizenship, built on principles that date 
back to the very well springs of the years. 
Being a movement, rather than some- 
thing tangible, it is consequently difficult 
to define or describe. But here are a few 
of the things that it does. 

It develops a desire and a capacity for 
service. It expects us to strive for the 
true happiness purchasable only through 
real and worthy service, rather than to 
be content with the worthless substitute 
so readily obtainable through lip or in- 
efficient service.

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Efficiency Report of Kiwanis Club 
of Muskogee, Oklahoma—1921 


(Muskogee won the prize in the International 


Bridge Bond Elections. Space here pro- 
hibits any explanation to show the vital 
importance to Muskogee of the construc- 
tion of the bridges referred to herein. 
Suffice it must be to state that these 
bridges mark a new era in the growth of 
Muskogee and the extension of her trade 
territory. 

Not long ago and prior to the organiza- 
tion of the Kiwanis Cius of Muskogee, 
an election was called to vote several 
hundred thousands of dollars in bonds 
to build two bridges across the Arkansas 
River marking the north boundary of this 
county. The election was defeated. Agi- 
tation for another such election began in 
the spring of 1920. 


PSHE Kiwanis Cuivs called in the County 

Commissioners of Muskogee County 
and urged them to place the amount of the 
proposed issue of bonds at a sufficient 
amount to build two bridges on the south 
and east river boundary of the county, 
thereby showing no favor to the residents 
of the northern part of the county. A 
special committee of twelve waited on 
the Commissioners, advancing the Kiwanis 
plan, and after a hard fight accomplished 
their purpose. The election was called 
in the summer of 1920. The club went to 
work and its membership raised a Cam- 
paign Fund of $1,500.00. Next envoys 
wert into the county and smaller 
the country by the club. A 
strenuous campaign was made under the 
personal direction of a KiwaAnian and 
during the thirty days’ campaign the club 
and all its members worked actively under 
the direction of the Kiwanis manager 
enlightening the voters on the proposition

and encouraging them to vote for passage 
of the bonds. No other ecivie organization, 
as such, assisted in this campaign. On 
the day of the election more than one 
hundred Krwanians, with half as many 
automobiles, worked actively in Muskogee 
in support of the bond issue and their 
activity extended to every part of the 
county. The election was carried for the 
bond issue by a vote of 15 to 1. To com- 
plete the bridge bond program Sequoyah 
County adjoining Muskogee County on 
the east undertook to vote several! hundred 
thousands of dollars in bridge bonds, with 
which to pay their portion of the cost of 
the bridges on the river intervening the 
two counties. The election in Sequoyah 
County was held subsequent to the one 
in Muskogee County and the bridge bonds 
were defeated. The Kiwanis Cius of 
Muskogee, not content with the failure 
in Sequoyah County immediately sent a 
delegation of their members to that county 
in an effort to secure the ealling of another 
election. Many trips were made to 
Sequoyah County by this delegation and 
success finally crowned their efforts. The 
Commissioners of Sequoyah County called 
the second election, the Kiwanis CiLus 
promising its aid and the aid of all its 
individual members. Kiwanis sent many 
of its members into Sequoyah County 
to advocate the voting of the $292,000 
bridge bonds. A vast amount of work 


was done by the club and its members. 
Part of the cost of the election was paid 
by the Kiwanis Cius of Muskogee. On 
the day of the second election in Sequoyah 
County a large number of the members 
of the club, using their automobiles, worked 
assiduously for the success of the election. 
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The bond issue carried by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. 


HE result of these elections, together 
with federal aid, gives to Muskogee 
and Muskogee County the benefit of 
bridges costing more than $1,634,000.00. 


Tourist Camping Ground. Another gift 
of the Kiwanis Cius to Muskogee, which 
at this date is being erécted, is the tourist 
camping ground, a picture of which is 
shown. This camp and buildings is costing 
more than $3,500.00, all of which money 
is being raised or donated by the club. 
Funds are being raised by giving a minstrel 
show. Tickets to the theater are being 
sold by the club membership, each mem- 
ber having been given twenty tickets to 
sell. The club donated more than $1,000 
remaining in the Street Marking Fund 
referred to elsewhere herein. The camp 
is located in one of the beautiful city parks. 
Carekeeper to the grounds will be furnished 
by the city. The camp is to be equipped 
with all modern conveniences, such as 
running water, lights, gas, gas stoves, 
sewer connections and many other special 
conveniences. The camp is for the auto- 
mobile tourists, a great number of whom 


pass through our city each summer. 
Literature advertising the city’s ad- 


vantages and the wonderful opportunities 
existing in the community, will be dis- 
tributed at the camp. The location of 
the camp is being advertised for many 
miles in every direction, by suitable, at- 
tractive, permanent signs. The camp 
facilities are free, with no restrictions ex- 
cept'those necessary to preserve its beauty 
and to preserve the park in which it is 
located. At the date of this report more 
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tuan half the minstrel tickets are sold and 
success is within easy reach of the Builders 
of Muskogee. 


Street Markers 
Permanent street 
posts for every one of the 900 inter- 
sections in the city was the gift of the 
Kiwanis Crus of Muskogee to the city 
government, through a brief campaign 
in October of 1920. The $10,500.00 re- 
quired to purchase the signs and posts 
was raised through selling chances on two 
new automobiles given away by the club. 
KIWANIANS took probably two-thirds of 
these chances. The campaign for funds 
was so successful that more than $1,000.00 
was left in the fund with which to start 
work on a tourist camping ground referred 
to elsewhere in the magazine. The agita- 
tion of the street-marking project, started 
in midsummer of 1920, shortly after the 
Kiwanis Cius had been instrumental in 
getting the managerial form of govern- 
ment adopted for our city. Every detail 
of the campaign to follow was carefully 
worked out in special committee meetings 
and in open club meeting. The distribu- 
tion of all tickets was made in open meet- 
ing. The next fourteen days saw success 
again enrolled across the record of Kiwanis 
of Muskogee. The whole project was a 
great success, due to the wonderful work 
of the individual members of the club. 
Today these street-markers stand as a 
monument to the Builders Clan of Musko- 
roe, 


signs and _ iron 


The Street-marking Committee cooper- 
ated with the new city officials in selecting 
and placing the signs, which were put up 
by the city after being purchased by the 
club. A solid cement foundation was pro- 
vided for each post. The signs are of white 
on blue enamel and will last for ten years 
or more. In all about 3,300 signs were 
purchased. A fourway sign is at each 
street intersection. Several dozen safety- 


first signs were put up near hospitals, 
public schools and dangerous crossings. 


Photographs of one of each of these signs 
and markers is ineluded herein. The 
signs were forraally presented to the city 
at a meeting in November, 1920. City 
officials in accepting the gift to the city 
pointed out that the action marked a new 
era in civic affairs—a club was helping 
the eity government and asking nothing 
in return 


Baseball 
Muskogee is in. the Southwestern 
baseball league. Every official of 
the local organization is a member 
of the Kiwanis and was such prior 


to the organization of the league. The 
President of the League is a Charter mem- 
ber of the Muskogee Club and so also 
are many of the baseball men. Probably 
that accounts for the interest of the Musko- 
gee Club in baseball. The club has a 
fine team in the City League, which is 
composed of eleven other fast teams, and 
at the date of this report Kiwanis has 
lost no game in the City League. All of 
this interest in baseball is reflected in the 
way the club supports the local South- 
western entry. While season tickets were 
offered for sale at the civic club luncheons, 
the Rotary membership purchased twelve 
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Check Up!

season tickets, the Lions membership 
purchased one ticket and the Kiwanis 
Cius purehased fifty-one. The member- 
ship of the first named club exceeds K1- 
WANIS by twenty-five, while the member- 
ship of the second named club is about 
equal to K1wanls. 


Attendance 
The by-laws of the Kiwanis CLUB 
of Muskogee provide that every mem- 
ber must attend not less than fifty 


per cent of all the regular meetings of 
the club during each quarter, and upon 
failure to do so such member becomes 
automatically suspended, provided how- 
ever a member may be excused upon 
notice to the Secretary to any regular 
meeting. At the end of each quarter, the 
Secretary submits to the Board of Direc- 
tors, the names of members who have 
attended less than fifty per cent of the 
meetings. The Board considers these 
names and hears any excuses presented 
by such suspended members. If such ex- 
cuse is considered a valid one he is rein- 
stated; otherwise, he is expelled from the 
elub. About thirty-five members have 
been expelled for non-attendance. Since 
the adoption of this section requiring fifty 
per cent attendance, during only two 
months has the attendance averaged less 
than fifty per cent and that was in July 
and August of 1920. On March 8, 1921, 
the same being the first meeting of the 
Muskogee Club during the International 
Attendance Contest, out of a membership 
of 131 there were in attendance 126 mem- 
bers, being an average attendance for the 
day of 96.2 per cent; only five members 
being absent. It was one of the greatest 
meetings ever held by the Muskogee Club. 
The high per cent in attendance seemed 
to inspire the whole membership, for since 
that date only twice has the attendance 
fallen below eighty per cent. There is 
every reason to believe that the attendance 
for the Muskogee Club will never fall 
below seventy-five per cent during any 
month, unless it be during July and August 
when members are away on vacations. 
Concerted effort has accomplished the 
wonderful result obtained by the Muskogee 
Club as shown in the attendance chart 
included in this report. 
Social Activities 

The Kiwanis Cius of Muskogee holds 
but one exclusively social meeting during 
each year. That meeting is held on Oct. 28 
celebrating the birth of Kiwanis of Musko- 
gee. On October 28, 1920, was held the 
first annual celebration by the Muskoge® 
Club. More than 250 Krwanians, mem- 
bers of the Muskogee Club and visitors 


from nearly every club in the state with 
their wives and friends attended the anni- 


versary banquet. The occasion was a 
wonderful success and a thrill from the 
moment the doors of the banquet hall, 
the largest dining room in the city, were 
opened, until the last actress of the show 
troupe which furnished part of the enter- 
tainment, bowed herself out of the room. 
Practical jokes kept the diners in an up- 
roar. There was nothing serious. The 
most unique joke, perhaps, was that which 
came after the heavy course of the dinner 
was served and the diners thought the 
stunts were over. One table, sixteen feet 
long, toppled over, spilling everything in 
a heap upon the floor on the side opposite 
those seated at the table. All the tables 
were arranged in amphitheatre style 
around the room with a foot-lighted center 
as the stage. The show that took place 
before the members and guests, together 
with the special stunts of the evening, will 
long be remembered. After the banquet 
and entertainment in the dining room 
KIWANIANS and their ladies danced until 
long after midnight. 

Although only one exclusively social 
meeting is held during each year, every 
regular meeting of the club has a. distinct 
social side. The club membership includes 
many members always awake to every 
opportunity to emphasize the need  . 
social activity. No member of the club, 
including the officers, ever knows just when 
some social feature of the regular meeting 
will give a thrill to all present. The K1- 
WANIS CLUB of Muskogee does not believe 
its existence and worth should be deter- 
mined by its social activities and rests its 
claim for favor upon its accomplishments 
for the benefit of the whole community. 


Inter City Relations 

Every club in Oklahoma has been 
visited by five or more members of the 
Muskogee Club. After such a visit an 
endeavor is made to secure a few words 
from the member visiting such other club. 
Our members are instructed that when 
visiting another club that, if possible, 
greetings and good will be conveyed to 
such other club by the Muskogee Kr1- 
WANIAN on behalf of the club. Nearly 
all clubs in Texas have been visited by 
some member of the Muskogee Club. 
Texas and Oklahoma being in the same 
district and Texas covering so vast an 
amount of territory every effort has been 
made during the last year to bring the 
Texas clubs in closer touch with Muskogee. 
The Muskogee Club, early in the spring 
of 1921, made an effort to secure the o1 
ganization of a Kiwanis baseball league 
between all but two clubs in Oklahoma 
for the purpose of bringing about a closer 
inter-city relation. This effort was un- 
successful, however, but we expect to 
renew our endeavors next year. A large 
delegation from the Muskogee Club at- 
tended the annual banquet given by the 
Okmulgee Club in the fall of 1920, and 
through the activity of the members of the 
Muskogee Club and the other clubs in 
Oklahoma, there exists at this time nothing 
but the most friendly spirit of cooperation 
between the clubs of the East Texas-Okla- 
homa District. 
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The International Board of Trustees 
Adopts a Policy for the 


Convention Year

Foreword 

ACH newly elected Board of Trustees has made a determined 

E effort to become thoroughly familiar with the needs of 
the Kiwanis movement as they existed at the time the 

new Board assumed leadership of the administrative forces of the 
organization. Through the period of most intensive development 
specific problems of operation have demanded immediate and 
continued attention with the result that if any general policy has 
been followed in proceeding with the year’s work it has, hereto- 
fore, been unconsciously rather than consciously felt and followed. 

The administrative machinery of the organization has been 
functioning so smoothly and so many policies have been estab- 
lished by preceding Boards that the Board this year has been 
able to give much thought to the fundamental needs of Kiwanis. 
With the determination of what constituted the most outstanding 
needs of the organization, the Board was able to create a policy 
to be followed in meeting those needs. 

The great value in establishing a general policy for the organ- 
ization for any given year is that such a declaration focuses the 
attention of the entire organization upon certain fundamental 
needs and the machinery of the 
local, district and International 
units of our Kiwanis organiza- 
tion plan all begin functioning at 
once in meeting the needs pointed 
out by the policy. A statement 
of policy creates a goal toward 
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The Policy of International Kiw anis 
Regarding the Endorsement of Projects 
Movements, Etc. 


means should be employed to insure that the highest possible 
standards of membership be maintained in the formation of new 
clubs and in the addition of new members to established clubs. 

It would be useless to add new members to established clubs 
and to establish new local organizations if proper steps were not 
taken to make Kiwanrans out of these Kiwanis members. A 
knowledge of the ideals, aims and purposes of the Kiwanis move- 
ment on the part of every KiwanIan is the most important factor 
in maintaining the morale of the organization, for the purposes 
of our organization are idealistic in character. 

The Board of Trustees has in the past been opposed to the de- 
velopment of any public activity in which all Kiwanis Ciuss 
might be interested in view of the large number of Kiwanis CLuss 
which have been established in the past two years. The Board 
now feels, however, that the essential unity and cohesion of the 
KIWANIS movement may be further developed by the adoption 
of some one activity in which all clubs may become interested 
and in which they may be further united in actively applying the 
principles of Kiwanis. The third plank in the platform is, there- 
fore, concerning the adoption of a single public activity in which 
all Kiwanis CLuBs may cooperate. 
Putting the Policy into Effect 

1. The International Organiza-

the local clubs put the policy 
into effect through the operation of a proper program. 
Three Outstanding Nzeds 

A eareful analysis of the purposes of the organization together 
with a careful analysis of our type of organization structure and 
activity revealed the fact that the success of the K1wanis move- 
ment depends upon the quality of its membership, the main- 
tenance of its high idealism and the constructiveness of its ac- 
tivities. The very strength of Krwants lies in these three factors. 
You cannot mention the organization without thinking of the 
type of men who are members—the ideals for which the organiza- 
tion stands—and the constructive type of activities in which 
Kiwanis Ciuss are engaged. All three needs are inseparably 
knit together, for without its idealism Kiwanis could not possibly 
attract the splendid type of men who are Krwantrans nor would 
the members be loyal to the organization and its purposes if they 
did not find opportunity for expressing its ideals in constructive 
activity. Therefore, by adopting a policy bringing these three 
great needs before the entire Kiwanis movement, attention will 
be centered upon the fundamental factors in the past, present 
and future success of our great organization. 

The Policy 

With a firm conviction that quality membership is the very 
foundation upon which the structure of our organization has been 
laid the Board adopted as the first plank in the policy for the 
year the maintenance of the high quality of membership in K1- 
wANts CLuss. Itis the conviction of the Board that every possible 
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of policy relative to the assimilation and education of new mem- 
bers the International organization will work through the Inter 
national Committee on Education in preparing an enlarged edu- 
cational program designed to properly assimilate the members of 
new clubs and to inspire and stimulate the members of established 
clubs to a full appreciation of the ideals, aims and purposes of 
the Ktwanis movement. 

The plank concerning the adoption of a single public activity 
in which all clubs may cooperate will receive consideration through 
the International Committee on Public Affairs. The Public 
Affairs Committee in cooperation with the Board will designate 
the activity in which the entire Ktwanis movement will interest 


‘itself and will suggest plans and methods for making the activity 


effective. 

2. The District Organization 

At an early meeting of the District Board of 
quested that plans be made for providing a place on the District 
Convention Program for an adequate discussion of the three items 
of International organization policy. The member of the Inter- 
national Board who has been designated to be the official 1 epre- 
sentative at each District Convention will be prepared to explain 
the policy before the District Convention if it is so desired. 

The individual members of each District Board of Trustees 
are urged to see that the Board of Directors of their local clubs 
are fully awake to the importance of maintaining a high standard 
of quality in the local membership.

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Battle Creek Tells How It Is Done 


GETTING ATTENDANCE 
By Dr. Harry B. Knapp, Secretary, Battle Creek Kiwanis Club 


YREATING conditions which will

A KiwaNntAwn is the chief task of the 
Whether your club is directly 
engaging itself in an attendance contest 
or not, the Secretary is the man who must 
be the manager, promoter, and pep pro- 
ducer for the whole club. His job includes 
among other things the directing of ac- 
tivities of all the committees and he sees 
to it that they know their duties and that 
they function fully and efficiently.

Education 

There is no program committee that 
can “‘get a raise’ out of every club member 
or the reason that all club members are 
not interested or appealed to by the par- 
ticular program that is put on. But it 
is possible to give every man a vision of 
Kiwanis ideals, and when this is ac- 
complished men will attend the meetings, 
not for the programs, but for the spiritual 
up ift, and the good-fellowship and fra- 
ternal feeling engendered by being present. 

A club must see a vision of the ideals 
of Kiwanis; then and not until then will 
the program appeal and draw every man 
to the meetings. No matter what the 
choice of program material may be, if 
every member has been KiwanisLty edu- 
eated, he drinks in the spirit of the talent 
and sees or hears it through his Kiwanis 
sense organs. In other words, a Kiwanis 
gathering rises above the mere entertain- 
ment features of the meeting in experi- 
encing the blessing of contact of man with 
man, so that in reality this is the power 
which draws men together in the spirit 
of KIwanlis. 

The training of the members of your 
club to eatch a vision of the greatness of 
Kiwanis is the first and main idea in 
getting a club to function either in at- 
tendance or in the constructive under- 
takings of the club as a whole. The Secre- 
tary should understand that the weekly let- 
ter which goes out from his office should not 
alone stress the program features of the 
weekly meeting. As a rulea KIwaNnIANn 
being summoned to his weekly luncheon 
eares very little whether the speaker of the 
day is to talk on China, or Hayti, or on the 
city planning job of his own city. What 
he thinks of in connection with that meeting 
is not who will sing or speak, but he does re- 
member the wonderful spirit of enthusiasm, 
pep, and action of former meetings. He 
feels and knows that the gang are to be 
there, and as they sit and commune one 
with another he feels that they are just 
about the best bunch of fellows on earth, 
and nothing will stand in the way of his 
doing his part in cultivating new friends 
and learning to know the old ones a little 
better. 

It goes without saying, of course, that 
& program must have human interest; 
it must be snappy; must have enough 
humor to keep up interest, and lastly, it 
must not be too lengthy. Closing a speaker 





off at the set time can only be accomplished 
by telling him beforehand when to stop. 
Draggy meetings, with intervals where the 
crowd has to wait, because someone failed 
to fully do his part, kills the life of a club. 
It makes the members lose confidence 
in the officers and the committee in charge. 


The Weekly Letter 


At the Cleveland Convention Secre- 
taries’ meetings there were some strong 
remarks made in favor of a plain, simple 
announcement of luncheon programs to 
be sent out on a postal card. Others 
favored a so-called ‘‘jazz’’ letter with pages 
of funny stuff so that one could hardly 
determine whether the epistle had any 
value as a notice or not. There is a happy 
medium between the correct stereotyped 
epistle on the one hand and the breezy, 
comical, slangy communication on the 
other. Just a tip of the balance too far 
toward the former and you have an un- 
interested reader. A tip toward the 
latter and you have a resentful one. The 
success of the Secretary in putting across 
the weekly notice will be in proportion 
as he studies the psychology of his mem- 
bers, and the reaction produced upon 
them in selling Kiwanis by mail. 

Week by week the Secretary plants the 
seed of Kiwanis ideals by holding them 
up to his members. Being an idealistic 
organization there is no limit to the range 
or the height to which Kiwanis may 
go in performing its work of social and 
community betterment. Every Secre- 
tary’s letter should be loaded with ideal- 
isms and they will meet the responsive 
cord in the lives of the members, firing 
each man with a lofty purpose and aspira- 
tion. 

The club without ideals, the club with 
nothing in it but cheap, horse-play jokes, 
which contents itself with mere enter- 
tainment, degenerates into a luncheon 
club and makes a failure of its purpose 
in the world. 

The chief object of the weekly letter 
is not to tell the details of the next luncheon 
program. It may be said that the program 
announcement is a mere incident in the 
letter notice. On the other hand, the 
weekly letter is the medium of contact 
between the one man in the club who 
should be able to sell Krwanis to the in- 
dividuals in the organization, some of 
whom are bound to be new, and who 
need the education in the ideals of the 
Order. Having no set ritual, Kiwanis 
often gets new members into its fold who 
have never caught the vision of service 
and who are lost and soon lose their interest 
and identity. The weekly letter from the 
Secretary blazes the trail for the new 
member. It should be the medium by 
which the neophite Kiwantan receives 
into his consciousness the ideals for service 
which will blend his membership into the 
Krwanis body with the least possible 
friction, and stimulate into action the 
latent talents for service, long dormant 
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and inactive due to introspective habits 
of selfishness. 

The Battle Creek Club is not unlike 
that of hundreds of other clubs throughout 
the country. It early caught the vision 
of service and went to work in the com- 
munity to build a better and more ideal 
city. Its building accomplishments in- 
clude a Boy Scout mess hall, the organ- 
ization of a Social Service Bureau for the 
city of Battle Creek; a publicity campaign 
for a County Tuberculosis Hospital bond 
issue of $250,000 which carried; besides 
many other activities of more or less im- 
port. 

Attendance at club meetings has always 
been good, and little difficulty has been 
experienced in getting them out. Late 
in 1920 a plan was started which had for 
its object the putting of all the members 
of the club on Program Committees in- 
stead of having one Program Committee 
to serve for the whole year. The whole 
club with the exception of the officers and 
directors was divided into eleven equal 
Program Committees which for our mem- 
bership put about ten men on a com- 
mittee. Each committee was then sched- 
uled to put on its program in rotation, 
which meant a program about once in 
three months, or four times a year. 

The officers and directors offered a 
prize of a silver loving cup to the committee 
which scored the highest in the contest, 
basing the count upon the following score 
points: 

35 points for quality of program. 

25 points for club attendance. 

15 points for promptness in closing. 

25 points for team attendance. 

The officers and directors 
judges. 

Once a month instead of scheduling 
the regular programs the officers and di- 
rectors put on a Krwanis education pro- 
gram, but this was not included in the 
regular program contest. 


were the 


By having all the club members enrolled 
on the program committees and _ their 
interest aroused by being in competition 
with every other program committee the 
fellows would inevitably attend the meet- 
ings just to see how the other committee 
put on their program. 

Interest in the building activities of the 
club was also maintained by selecting by 
a straw vote a list of five of the nost needed 
building projects in the community to 
concentrate upon. The five- activities 
chosen for 1921 are: 

Boy Seouts. 

Elimination of Grade Crossings. 

Flood Prevention. : 

Social Service Bureau. 

Parks and Playgrounds. 

By a questionnaire it was learned which 
one of these activities each man was 
interested in, and a Steering Committee 
of five was named, together with an 
Auxiliary Committee large enough to 
include every member in the club. By 
this method every member not only formed 
the units of the Program Committee, 
but the integral working body of the 
Building Program of the club in civic 
affairs.

Kiwanis and 
the Pueblo 
Flood

7O BETTER illustration of I the 

| motto, ‘‘We Build,’ was ever made 
4 by KiwaniAns at any time than 
their work for the flood-swept city of 
Pueblo. 

On June 3 a wall of water came down 
each of the beds of the Arkansas and 
Fountain Rivers leaving a wake of death 
and property destruction in its path. The 
two rivers join in the heart of the wholesale 
and warehouse district of Pueblo. 

The flood was the second greatest in 
property damage and loss of life in the 
United States; Galveston being greater. 
The property and credit damage to Pueblo 
and surrounding country will total close 
to forty million dollars. The loss of life 
will never be known, but a careful check 
of the city of Pueblo shows three thousand 
one hundred thirty-one missing. 


GCARCELY had the first messages of 
WI the disaster gone out over the press 
wires when relief began to come back. 
The Kiwanis Ciupss of the country re- 
sponded nobly. Clem W. Collins, of 
Denver, District Governor of the terri- 
tory in which Pueblo is located, sent an 
appeal to the International headquarters, 
and they in turn transmitted it to each 
Kiwanis Cxivus in America and Canada. 

Approximately nine thousand dollars 
was raised for relief work ‘by the Kiwan- 
IANS On this continent. The money came 
from Kiwanis Cuvss in ninety-eight cities; 
thirty-three states and three provinces 
of Canada. It was transferred to Frank 
W. Mortensen, District Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, With instructions to spend it as the 
directors of the Kiwanis Crus of Pueblo 
deemed best. 

The manner in which the KrwaniAns 
met this call proves beyond the shadow of 
a doubt that their motto, ‘‘We Build,” 
has been embedded into the spirit, not 
only of the organization, but of its indi- 
vidual membership. 
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The International Efficiency 
Contest and Its Results

T THE close of the convention, 
A time did not permit of a proper 

report on the International Effi- 
ciency Contest, nor a proper recognition 
of the winner, the Muskogee, Oklahoma, 
Club, and its splendid work. 

The need for the contest was clearly 
demonstrated by the fact that although 
the contest was given sufficient publicity, 
of the twenty-seven districts, only six 
turned in reports. The districts were: 
Michigan, Texas-Oklahoma, New York, 
New England, Eastern Canada, and Penn- 
sylvania. 


HE committee carefully examined the 
reports and marked them on the basis 
as set forth under the rules of the contest. 
It was a difficult task because of the close- 
ness of the clubs on almost all of the sub- 
jects. The attendance percentages made 
most of the difference between them. ‘Tlie 
following clubs were the leaders in the six 
districts: Muskogee, Texas-Oklahoma, 
Saginaw, Michigan; Portland, Maine; 
Montreal, Quebec, Canada; Utica, New 
York; Scranton, Pennsylvania. 


HE second place was awarded to 

Scranton and the third was a tie 
between Saginaw and Montreal. All of 
the clubs had wonderful records in public 
affairs and the report of these winners 
makes interesting Kiwanis reading, and 
should be an example and inspiration to 
every club in the organization. 

These clubs had not only done the things 
upon which a Kiwanis CLvus is usually 
called to do in helping with drives and cam- 
paigns and in entertaining poor children 
or supporting Boy Scouts, but had put 
over projects of great value to their 
respective communities. The Committee 
felt that the outstanding feature of the 
Muskogee report was a splendid piece of 
civic improvement, in which this elub 
instituted and made a success of bond 
issues, not only in their county, but in a 


neighboring county, in order that a bridge 
might be built across the river into the 
town. Anyone familiar with public im- 
provements of this character and with the 
political situations in our American cities, 
knows that such an accomplishment re- 
quires ceaseless energy, pluck and grit. _

eredit for the fact that it had contri- 
buted large sums of money for the aid of 
charitable institutions, all of which had 


_ been raised through efforts of the elub 


members by entertainments. It was a lit- 
tle more than the ordinary giving of money 
out of one’s own pocket, because it com- 
bined with it the effort to raise money 
which must always have a_ beneficial 
effect upon the community and upon the 
organization that undertakes such work. 

There can be no doubt that contests 
such as these have a lasting and beneficial 
effect upon the Kiwanis organization 
No organization such as ours can stand 
still. It must keep growing and expanding 
or go back. It is in the spirit of team- 
play and friendly rivalry that really lies 
the foundation for the future. Many 
clubs look wonderful in newspaper or maga- 
zine reports. But a ‘“‘flivver” will kick 
up just as much dust as a $10,000.00 tour- 
ing car. But when reduced to cold facts 
and based on a table of percentages one 
begins to get the true measure of the elub. 
And its spirit of cooperation, and its will- 
ingness to undertake the work outlined 
by International is further indication that 
it is the right kind of a elub.

New Clubs established in thas 21 
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Planning Programs 


The program and entertainment com- 
mittees are now turning their attention 
from hot weather attractions to interest- 
ing and beneficial programs for regular 
meetings. In planning these meetings 
many clubs have found it a very good 
scheme to plan a series of meetings in ad- 
vanee on some special line of business or 
on some subject of national importance. 
Some clubs devote one meeting a month 
to a talk on a chosen business problem, an- 
other to a national or worldwide problem, 
another to strictly Kiwanis aims and 
ideals, and another to some lighter form 
of entertainment. Still another method 
employed successfully is for the Program 
Committee to appoint teams of five or 
more men who are held responsible for 
the programs in turn. This latter method 
creates rivalry as to which team can put 
on the most attractive program. Those 
whose names begin with the same letter 
of the alphabet may make up one team, 
or those whose birthdays fall in the same 
month may be made responsible for the 
entertainment features of that month. 


Selection of a Definite Program 


In some clubs the Public Affairs Com- 
mittee is the busiest crowd of men in the 
club. This is usually the case where a club 
has taken up some special activity and is 


pushing it through to a successful comple- 
tion. Probably there is no other method 
which is more successful in keeping a club 
working harmoniously and wholeheartedly 
together than a common interest in some 
great civic activity. If your club has not 
some particular piece of ‘“‘building’’ to do, 
have a meeting and decide on some project 
for your especial attention. Many clubs 
do not need this suggestion as they have 
found out this truth long ago and many 
others have a number of projects for which 
they are always working. 
The Study of Business 

There is a suggestion for the Business 
Methods Committees in Resolution No. 
11 passed at the Cleveland Convention 
which recommends, ‘‘that a definite and 
comprehensive program, which shall in- 
clude a study of and addresses on the four 
important phases of business—production, 
marketing, finance and accounting—shall 
be worked out in lucid and easily handled 
series of subjects.” 

‘*Nationalization’’ Works 

There is one great proposition which 
should be of great interest to all Americans 
at this time, and that is, the work which 
is commonly known as “nationalization”’ 
work. At the Cleveland Convention it 
Was recommended that Krwanis devote 
itself to effecting a closer relation between 
the countries represented in Kiwanls, 
Canada and the United States, and the 
teaching of their respective histories. We, 
as citizens of Canada and the United 
States, should hold as a sacred trust the 
true ideals of our countries and should 
pass them on to those coming after us. 
Some of our clubs evidently believe that 
they should begin this educational work 
in their own clubs, for one club sent a copy 
of the Declaration of Independence to 
every member with one of the club lunch- 
eon notices, and another gave every mem- 
ber a copy of the Constitution of the United 
States. 
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Ne ew Clubs : 
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Kiwanis Enthusiasm 
‘TARS a look at the list of clubs chartered 

during one of the hottest July months 
in the history of the country if you don’t 
think that Krwanranism makes men im- 
pervious to all kinds of outside attacks. 
Twenty clubs chartered means that a 

















charter presentation took place on an 
average of almost every evening. From 
all reports, everyone connected with them 
enjoyed themselves just as much as though 
the temperature were around 60 degrees 
instead of from 80 to 100. 


Secretaries’ Letters 


New Secretaries are urged to make sure 
that all letters from this department are 
kept in the Standard Record Book. They 
are written on punched paper for the ex- 
press purpose. There are two reasons 
why this is advisable. One is that first- 
hand information is thus always available, 
particularly with reference to certain 
procedure to be followed with which every 
Secretary becomes more or less familiar. 
The other reason is that when there occurs 
a vacancy in the office or a new Secretary 
takes over the work he will have all past 
letters for ready reference and will not 
be put to the necessity of writing to Inter- 
national headquarters to get information 
of the same things with which the previous 
Secretary has had trouble. 


Kiwanis Supplies 


In the last issue a list of pamphlets was 
given with a description of the use for 
which they are primarily intended. Many 
Secretaries took advantage of this list 
to order their quota of such literature for 
their club use. It may also interest new 
club Secretaries and members as well to 
know that there are many articles of 
Kiwanis interest which International 
headquarters is prepared to procure for 
them.

The 
visitation of local clubs is now practically 
the officials of the District 
organizations and the visitation of the 
International officers and Trustees con- 
fined to District Conventions and other 
larger Kiwanis gatherings.

Plans for the annual convention of the 
New England District are under way and 
already it is evident that Governor Babb 
and his associates intend to pull off the 
livest and best-attended gathering in the 


history of the district. The convention 
will be held in Worcester and it looks as 
though the dates will be in October, de- 
pending upon the convenience of the Inter- 
national officers. 


There is enthusiasm throughout the 
district over the assurance that Inter- 
national President Karr, International 


Secretary Parker and others of the Inter- 
national staff will be present. 

The Worcester club has the reputation 
of going through efficiently with anything 
it undertakes. It has named the Conven- 
tion Committee, which is at work with 
Governor Babb and District Secretary 
Radcliffe on the details of the big meeting. 
It is planned to combine the meeting which 


will make for particular KrwaAnrans and 
will provide a satisfactory amount oi 
recreation and entertainment. There is 
likelihood of a golf tournament on the 
afternoon of the second day after the 
formal adjournment of the business session 

That new club in Lynn is stepping along 
at a lively gait and it put in a bid for the 
District Convention. The October dates, 
however, spoiled Lynn’s chances as it 
proposed to hold the gathering in the fine 
new Ocean House which closes with the 
end of September. Lynn says ‘“‘Look out 
for us next year.” 

Notwithstanding the extreme heat of 
recent weeks, extension work in the district 
has not been dropped. Field. Representa- 
tive Cornet has been at work in several 
cities and definite promises of new clubs 
in the fall have been obtained. It is quite 
evident that before Governor Babb com- 
pletes his year of achievement, several 
more clubs will be organized in the New 
England District. It is conceded that the 
clubs organized during the year in Nor- 
walk, Manchester and Lynn have added 
much to the strength of Kiwanis in the 
district. 





All activities in the Ohio District now 
are centered on the district convention 
to be held at Lima, Tuesday and Wednes- 


day, September 27-28. Every club in the 
district is making efforts to have full 
representation. there. 

The Lima club is leaving nothing un- 
done in preparation for the convention, 
which will be the largest District Con- 
vention to be held. President Walter 
Jackson, Secretary Clayton Paine and 
Jimmy Morton, chairman of the District 
Convention Program Committee, have 
been working for months, getting things 
in shape for the big event. 

The Argonne Hotel, Lima’s newest 
hostelry, has been opened and will be th 
headquarters of the convention. Con- 
vention sessions will be held either in the 
beautiful Elks Temple or at Memoria! 
Hall. 

Governor Miller, District Secretary 
Land and Secretary Paine, of the Lima 
club, met in Toledo several weeks ago and 
outlined the program, which is instructive 
and entertaining from start to finish. 
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International President Harry Karr 
will attend the convention and is scheduled 
to make an address Wednesday morning. 

Governor Miller will preside and will 
respond to the addresses of welcome, 
Tuesday morning, by Walter Jackson, 
President of the Lima club and Mayor 
Burkhardt, who is a member of the club. 
Following those addresses reports of com- 
mittees will be given. Luncheon will be 
served at noon either at the Elks Temple 
or Memorial Hall, with First Lieutenant 
Governor Clayton presiding. District 
Cheer Leader Ray Hagstrom, of Youngs- 
town, will be in charge of the cheers and 
singing. Six clubs will put on stunts. 

There will be no business sessions Tues- 
day afternoon. An automobile ride over 
Lima and a baseball game between Lima 
and Akron will furnish the entertainment. 

Tuesday night the Governor’s ball and 
dinner will be given. The presiding officer 
and toastmaster are to be chosen by the 
Lima club. Following the dinner, a dance 
will be given. 

President Karr’s address will be given 
Wednesday morning. He will be followed 
by E. F. Arras, of Columbus, International 
Trustee. Reports of committees and the 
election of officers will follow. 

The new Governor will preside at the 
luncheon Wednesday noon. Stunts by 
six more clubs will feature that session. 

Reports of the Auditing, Budget and 
Resolutions Committees will be heard 
Wednesday afternoon. Second Lieutenant 
Governor Wyeth will preside. Selection 
of the 1922 convention city and the meet- 
ing of the new Board of Trustees will 
bring the convention to a close. 

Each visitor will be required to pay for 
his own luncheons, during the convention. 
A registration fee of $3 will also be charged 
every one attending the sessions. 

Unusually hot weather in the Ohio 
District has not slowed down the work 
of the clubs in the district, or the exten- 
sion activities. New clubs are continuing 
to spring up, under the direction of Field 
Representative Hal Denton and his as- 
sistants.

Internation- 
al Trustee E. F. Arras, of Columbus, also 
helped out by presenting the charter to 
the Wellsville Club. 
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Practically all of the clubs in the district 
kept up their meetings during the summer, 
only one or two suspending sessions. Un- 
usually good attendance records were 
turned in, showing that hot weather and 
vacations, interfered vory little with the 
meetings. 





Large delegations from both Santa 
Ana and Anaheim went to Fullerton on 
July 27 to attend the first weekly luncheon 
of the newly formed Kiwanis CLuB at 
Fullerton, California. The meeting was 
led by Field Representative Wescott and the 
speaker of the day was District Governor 
Leslie B. Henry of Pasadena. Governor 
Henry predicted that the association of 
these three clubs in Orange County, 
“this wonderfully rich and thickly settled 
section,” as he phrased it, will grow into 
a movement of great importance to the 
entire county. The Santa Ana Club 
invited both the Fullerton and the Ana- 
heim Clubs to attend a picnic, which was 
held later in the day at Laguna Beach.

TOT until the Allies concentrated their strength 
| N behind one supreme leader did the tide of battle 
in the World War turn their way. But when 
Canada, New Zealand and the United States sent their 
hordes to France, they came with cooperation in their 
hearts and the idea of assisting, not of commanding the 

soldiers already in the field. 


The manhood of Canada, New Zealand, Australia, the 
United States has descended from pioneers—forefathers 
who literally hewed their way into a wilderness, who 
stood shoulder to shoulder against a common savage foe, 
who joined hands to make a road or build a home, who 
were all for one and one for all 


The spirit of these lands is the spirit of cooperation. 
The spirit of the old world has always been opposed to 
this—with many races, speaking many tongues, having 
many different ideals, conflict, jealousy, insular pride, 
the selfish idea as opposed to the brotherhood idea, have 
necessarily developed in communities. 


Kiwanis will some day prove too big for confinement 
to any one nation. It is too real a constructive thought 
to be confined even to great America. But like any other 
tree, K1rwANis must flourish best and grow fastest where 
the soil is most nourishing. If we are to transplant slips 
from our Krwanis tree, shall we not pick for these slips 
the finest soil? Is it not in the lands the pioneers made— 
pioneers who gave to their sons and their sons’ sons the 
ideas of mutual help, strength through association, large- 
ness of vision through commonness of need—that we should 
look for ground ready for the Kiwanis seed? Is it not 
in the hearts of men who traveled thousands of miles 
across dangerous seas to die, if need be, in cooperating 
to a common end, that we shall find the readiest response 
to our fundamental principle ‘‘We Build’’?

Courage 

It does not require physical, but moral courage, vol- 
untarily to become a soldier. Physical courage is required 
of the man in a uniform—moral courage puts it on. 

Not to be afraid—to have the courage to dare, to do, 
and sometimes greatest of all, to speak the truth, fearful 
of neither God nor man—that makes the he-person be- 
loved of all the world. 





And it is a courage open to us all. The prohibitionist in 
a circle of ‘“‘wets’’ has it when he speaks his mind. The 
small boy who says “TI will not tell my playmate’’ has it. 
The clerk, who says to his boss “I will do what you tell 
me, but not until I tell you that this that you have in- 
structed me to do is a mistake, for these reasons,”’ has it. 


The boss who can take an advantaze and won’t, or who 


takes his troubles by the tail and swings them around 
his head and lets them fly—he has it. 


In fact most men and women have it in some degree, 
and some have it in the highest degree—the Dawes, the 
Sims, the Teddy Roosevelts, the Fighting Bob Evanses, 
the Judge Linseys, the Carrie Nations, the Sam Gompers, 
the Billy Sundays and a thousand others who put nothing 
before their conception of the truth, and their willingness 
to tell it when needed, come personal weal or woe. 


It’s a hot day, but, just to start something, you might 
ask yourself “In what measure have I got it?” When 
acknowledged leaders in your Kiwanis CLuB propose a 
thing you do not indorse, do you sit still or do you rise 
on your hind legs and say what you think about it? Silence 
gives consent. Get up and oppose it, rise and endorse it, 
at the time, or forever after hold your peace.

Presiding 
It is a common Kiwanis custom to hand over the pre- 
siding officer’s gavel to a different member at every meet- 
ing, on the theory that the individual is benefited by being 
given the experience, and the membership amused by his 
errors, if any. 


Like all miscellaneous and undirected charity, this is 
a mistake. It benefits the individual at the expense of 
the club. It amuses the membership at the expense of 
efficiency of action. 


Presiding over a large body of men is an art—a simple 
art, if you will, but nevertheless an art. It requires some 
knowledge of parliamentary law, much knowledge of men, 
and the ability to think swiftly of one thing while talking 
clearly of another. A Krwanis Cius deserves the best 
presiding officer the membership can supply. It cannot 
have the best unless the best material is selected, kept 
in office for a sufficiently long period to allow it to become 
acquainted with the job—if proof is needed, look to any 
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legislator, Senate or House, and see whether they keep 
one presiding officer on the job for a year or years at a 
time, or change every meeting.

A Krwants Crus of one hundred members, meeting 
weekly, will require two years to give each member .one 
day’s presiding experience. This could be of but small 
benefit to each member, but the club will suffer from an 
inexperienced presiding officer at every meeting for two 
years. Business will slow up, speed will be lost, action 
inhibited and the enthusiasm which always follows per- 
formance, dampened. 

Pick the best man you have for a President—and best 
can here mean nothing better than best presiding officer 
elect him, and let him keep the gavel for your benefit, 
and wield it more efficiently at each meeting, in order 
that each one may teach him better how to serve Kiwanis.

Money 

The dues of a Kiwanis CLuB ought to be large enough 
to enable the organization to finance all its undertakings. 

But they seldom are. To make up for the deficiency, 
clubs hold entertainments, take up collections, go upon 
excursions,ask for pledges, auction off donations, etc., etc., 

It is not the amount of money with which he has to 
part}which makes the average KIwANIAN weary of the 
methods his club pursues—it is the frequency with which 
he has to do it. Krwanrans would rather spend one ten 
dollar bill onee, than ten one dollar bills, ten times. 





When the big bills of enthusiasm are split up 
into small change, they become the dimes 
and quarters of indifference. 





If your club has to raise money to eke out too slender 
dues, raise a lot, do it with pep and enthusiasm and a 
“hurrah boys, let’s go’’ but raise it only once in a year. 
Hold one big entertainment, give one big dance, have one 
big theater party in the year. Make it really a classy 
affair, with prizes for the ladies, plenty of flowers and 
decorations, a high grade, expensive entertainment, and 
charge enough for the tickets to pay all the expenses and 
put the needed fund in the treasury. A KIwaniIan will 
spend twenty dollars for self and wife and puff with pride 
like a pouter pigeon when he takes his better half to ‘his 
pet organization’s grand doings. If you ask him for fifty 
cents extra at every meeting to pay for this, that or the 
other little charity, project or plan, he’ll get tired wearing 
out his pants’ pocket reaching for the loose change.

Every 
KrwaNnis Cius should be built of the biggest and best 
men. An aggregation of prominent citizens can bring honor 
to a club. On the contrary, membership in a Kiwanis 
CLuB stamps a man as a prominent citizen just as the 
‘sterling’? mark guarantees the quality of a piece of silver.

One of the leading merchants of America said that if 
he had an indispensable man in his employ he would dis- 
charge him at once to show that the store was bigger than 
the man.

One of the interesting things developed at the con- 
ference of Presidents at the Cleveland Convention was 
the number of clubs having dues which included the 
luncheon charge. 

At the moment there comes to mind Youngstown, 
Kansas City, St. Paul, Duluth, Davenport, Brandon, 
Phoenix, Asheville and Newark, Ohio, and there are 
doubtless others. 

These clubs have dues high enough to include the charge 
for the weekly luncheon. These dues run from fifty to 
one hundred dollars a year. 





The fundamental purpose of matrimony is 
to develop one dominating personality; of 
Kiwanis, to develop many. 








Clubs using this system are most enthusiastic about it. 
They say it stimulates attendance, as the average man 
is more likely to attend a luncheon for which he has al- 
ready paid. It is also a matter of profit to the club, as 
the men who do not come to a meeting put the price of a 
luncheon into the treasury of the club, making a surplus 
which is used for charitable purposes. 

The best indication of its advisability is that no club 
which has tried this plan has ever gone back to the old 
way.

Are We Keeping 
Up With Kiwanis? 
: IWANIS International is young. 
We may fairly say that our Kr- 
WANIS today was born at the Bir- 
mingham Convention, for it was not until 
then that the chrysalis which bound it 
was torn away so that its form was un- 
folded to the glories of the day on which 
it entered into the broader life. Since 
that time, according to all those evidences 
by which we mark progress, Kiwanis has 
grown rapidly and still grows. Are we 
keeping up with Kiwanis? 

KIWANIS justly claims the love and loy- 
alty of its members, but is not that love 
now largely a local affection? The privi- 
leged few who have been fortunate enough 
to attend general conventions have grasped 
the vision of Kiwanis International, but 
the rank and file of our membership today 
think vaguely of Kiwanis International, 
and rather own their allegiance and devote 
their thoughts and energy to their local 
clubs. This is a status from which we 
have to grow away. 


F we are not keeping up with the growth 

of Kiwanis, it is because we have not 
as allied clubs a common vision and a 
common objective. Our activities as local 
clubs may be ever so varied and ever so 
extensive and yet we shall not be building 
solidly and permanently as an international 
organization unless there is coordination 
and unity, a body of the whole, moving 
together to one goal. 

Speaking of my own local club, | could 


recite categorically our activities for the 
past year, including a hundred and one 
efforts and equally as many accomplish- 
ments in behalf of charity and for civie 
betterment, and as a going concern I rate 
the St. Louis organization as second to 
none of whose record I have heard or 
read, but nevertheless, in reviewing our 
work, I make mental discount of our activi- 
ties when I think of what might have been 
accomplished if St. Louis Kiwanis had 
directed its efforts in the main to the de- 
velopment of some great international 
thought and purpose with the incentive 
and encouragement that will always come 
from the assurance that all other Kiwanis 
Cuuss are working along the same lines. 
This does not mean that our local clubs 
should deny themselves participation in all 
local activities, but it does mean that a 
danger lurks in a multiplicity of interests, 
and that effort can be spread out over a 
broad area so as to become thin and lack 
the substance that is really worth-while. 


ET it be understood that this is not 

+ written in any spirit of criticism, or 
let it be criticism if you like, but look 
upon it as constructive eriticism, for it is 
written solely with the purpose of awaken- 
ing general thought upon the subject of 
what I consider our present most pressing 
need. Iam not prepared to suggest what 
the common objective of our organization 
should be, and I have no fault to find with 
our motto, for I believe ‘‘We Build’’ in 
fact. It is said by some that the reincar- 
nation of the Golden Rule in business is 
our objective, and it strikes me that this 
would be a goal worth working to, but I 
have not been convinced that there is a 
general concurrence among our clubs in 
the assumption that this is our common 
objective. I will go so far as to say that. 
from what I have read in our Kiwanis: 
publications and from impressions I have 
acquired at our District and International 
conventions, it has seemed rather that the 
clubs were vying with each other in a 
contest to show the greatest number of 
activities, and activities of the most varied 
nature, and with the result that a rivalry 
not altogether wholesome has developed.

Well, Ido; here goes. 

We left home on the morning of the 
14th of April, carrying with us pleasant 
memories of the kindness shown us by the 
Krwanis Civus, in the true “Kiwanis 
Spirit,’ and the pleasant memory will 
abide with us until we return and for many 
years to come, as one of the most pleasant 
occasions in our lives. 

Arriving in New York on the 19th of 
April we immediately got busy calling 
upon consuls representing various coun- 
tries, in order to have our passports vised, 
and whata Westerner doesn’t know about 
N. Y. would fill a good sized book. I was 
strongly reminded of Mark Twain’s 
“Innocents Abroad.” But we managed 
to get by without any serious mishaps, 
and got aboard the “Stockholm” of the 
Swedish-American Line on the evening 
of the 2lst. But)before leaving N. Y. 
I must tell you that I met our ex-Mayor, 
the Right Honorable F. C. Harley, on 
lower Broadway, as busy as a “dog full 
of fleas,’”’ and as willing as ever to help 
and extend the glad hand. He sure would 
be a erackerjack on the Glad Hand Com- 
mittee. Mr. Harley stated that he was 
very much interested in thu [Immigration 
and Labor questions, and was carrying 
a large bundle of newspapers under his 
arm, evidently for the purpose of enlighten- 
ing the proletariat; he was surely busy. 

The boat left New York, pointing to the 
“Statue of Liberty,” and Sandy Hook, 
while the band played ‘‘America” and 
Swedish National songs, the emigrants, 
or tourists, joining in the singing. I 
noticed, however, that most of the singers 
and people on the deck sort of disappeared 
all of a sudden, and upon inquiring the 
cause IT was looked upon in astonishment, 
and asked, “Where do you come from? 
Don't you know that in leaving the good 
old U. S. A. we also left the 18th Amend- 
ment to our Constitution behind?,’ The 
boat evidently earried an unlimited supply, 
and judging from the demand, the bunch 
on {the ,boat had dwelt on the “desert’’ 
a long time. 

The boat arrived in Guthenburg on the 
3d of May, after a most pleasant and 
enjoyable voyage, and though we had 
quite a storm for two days we did not 
contribute to the supply of “food for the 
fishes,"’ though many did. From Guthen- 
burg we proceeded to Kristiana, from there 
back to QGuthenburg, and have been 
traveling from place to place ever since. 

Neither space nor patience in listening 
to the reading of this letter will permit 
me, at this time, to tell you of the sights 


it is at a standstill, 
or, in other words, “absolutely rotten.’ 
Sweden can not sell on account of the 
high price of its money, and Norway, 
Denmark, Finland, and other countries 
are unable to buy on account of the low 
value of their money, so conditions are 
very bad. 

Pre-war in Finland an American dollar 
was worth five Finnish marks. Now a 
dollar is worth 65 marks. Of course, prices 
have gone up accordingly, that is to say, 
all but the amount paid to laborers. A 
school teacher having a class of 50, which 
is the maximum number in a class, re- 
eeives 24,000 Finnish marks a year, or 
the equivalent of about $32.50 per month. 
So it is not only the common laborer, but 
the professional man as well, who feels 
the effect of the present financial condition. 

The people in Finland living in that 
part of the country known as East Botnia 
(Oster Botten), nearly all of whom speak 
the Swedish language only, are in a class 
by themselves as it were—more thrifty, 
and as a result more prosperous. ‘This 
part of Finland comprises the Coast 
Range from Gamlekarleby on the north 
to Sideby on the south, and is 150 miles 
long by about 12 miles wide, or about 452 
square miles (figuring six English miles 
to one Swedish). This part of Finland has 
always been in the lead, as pertains to 
all that tends to advance the interest 
of the country, along religious, political, 
comme-cial and social lines, and during 
all of last week staged, in the City of Wasa, 
one of the biggest and best singing festi- 
vals I have ever seen, about 2,000 singers 
participating, all well trained; it was 
surely a treat to listen, even though the 
musi¢ all runs in minor keys (moll as they 
call it here). The final concert was given 
last night in one of the local parks, lying 
on the banks of a beautiful river, and was 
magnificent. 

And speaking of night, there is no such 
a thing here at present, and really we 
don’t know when a person should go to bed 
or get up, so we compromise by staying up. 

We are seeing various countries and 
enjoying it all, but at the same time get 
lonesome, and miss our friends at home; 
for after all, we are strangers in strange 
lands. 

The letters from Buck, our Secretary, 
have, however, come regularly to cheer 
us up; also the ‘“‘Budget,”’ and believe me, 
I never thought so much of my home paper 
as I have done since I left home. I note 
with pride that our Kiwanis C.uvup is

The District Committee on Education 
will cooperate with the International Com- 
mittee In an aggressive campaign to 
inform every KiwaNniAn as to the ideals, 
aims and purposes of the Krwanis move- 
ment and will keep in touch with each 
local committee on education to insure 
that the proper results are secured. 

The District Committee on Public 
Affairs will be responsible for seeing that 
all the clubs in its territory actively en- 
gage in promoting the single public ac- 
tivity in which all Kiwanis Civuss will 
engage under the leadership of the Inter- 
national Committee on Public Affairs. 

8. The Local Club's Part 

The Board of Directors of the local 
club is requested to set aside a separate 
meeting at which the International policy 
will be diseussed. It is suggested that 
the chairman of each local club committee 
be invited to attend this meeting with 
the view to each committee being ac- 
quainted with the part it shall play in 
putting the policy into effect. 

The local club committees on member- 
ship and classification should be instructed 
by the local Board of Directors to use 
unusual care in investigating those who 
apply for membership. Upon the basis 
of the information concerning applicants 
presented by the Membership Committee, 
the Board of Directors will be able to 
keep a close check on the quality of men 
who are accepted for membership in the 
local club. 

The Local Committee on Education 
should be given every cooperation and 
advice in its effort to thoroughly inform 
the local membership concerning the 
ideals, aims and purposes of the Kiwanis 
movement. At least one meeting each 


month should be set aside for a distinetly

What 
do we build? The answer comes quickly 
—we build better men, better citizens. 
We develop leaders among men. 


dere I speak of developing leaders, 

[I am not thinking of great, out- 
standing moral leaders, like St. Francis 
Assisi, Knox, Wesley, Lincoln—such men 
only come about once in a century—but 
rather am I thinking of men such as we 


have in our membership, who, amid 
distracting surroundings of downtown 
business life, display such strength of 


character that those with whom they 
come in contact just naturally follow them. 
Never since the world began has there 
been so great a need for real leadership 
as there is today, for without it the 
world will be badly upset by the all too 
many cross currents, and unless we are 
alive to the situation and raise up real 
leaders to guide the masses, we will some 
day find our much vaunted civilization 
out among the awful wreckage of No- 
man’s Land, with Reds and Bolsheviks 
in the saddle and the soul of man in the 
dust. 
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HOSE who would be truly great 
leaders must be developed to the 
highest possible degree. They must be 
strong physically, stronger mentally, and 
strongest of all spiritually. What the 
world needs, and needs sorely, is men of vi- 
sion, wide vision, men with unsealed eyes, 
men with eyes washed in the fire, men with 
eyes to see the greater in the less, men 
with eyes to see the unseen in the seen. 
With good leadership and proper direc- 
tion, great and lasting moral re‘orms 
ean be secured. Please do not misunder- 
stand me. I am not thinking in terms of 
the cartoonists’ idea of blue Sunday laws 


or anything that interferes with any- 
one’s so-called personal liberty. On the 
contrary, my ideas on the subject are 


quite sane and my definition simplicity 
itself. 

Y MORAL reform I mean just this— 

that we Ktwanrans should see to it that 
this old world of ours is made a happier 
place in which to live than many un- 
fortunate people have so far found it. 
That we should endeavor to lengthen the 
sunshine and shorten the shadows for 
those who bear great sorrows. That 
it should not be possible in these days for 
any one to die for lack of the wherewithal 
to secure medical attention. That no 
one really deserving should go hungry 


or lack the actual necessities of life. 
That all children should be assured of 


at least a fair education. That it should 
not be possible for un‘ortunate old folks 
to spend the twilight of their lives in 
penniless misery through circumstances 
quite beyond their control. And, last, 
but not least, that slums and other social 
cancers be cleaned up and that children who 
are brought into this world amidst. sur- 
roundings of sin and vice should be taken 
care of so that they may develop into good 
citizens rather than become charges on 
our jails or asylums. 


HE need today is for Kiwanis service 

of the truest and highest type, and that 
need can not be fulfilled until we get 
ourselves out of the valley of contentment, 
indifference, and oftentimes selfishness, 
up onto the high peaks of lofty endeavor 
and real service. 

Kiwanis has sounded the clarion call 
to service; nay, it is more than a eall, it 
is a challenge for
